THE YEAR IN HISTORY 
1987-1988 


On the first Monday in June we embarked on the 350th Anni- 
versary year of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. Behind and beyond our Company's time-honored 
events and ceremonies the nation and the world were in motion. 
We record here major and minor moments of the year. 

General Secretary Mikhail Sergeyevich Gorbachev continues 
his campaign for Glasnost, which is described as openness in 
terms of public disclosure, and Perestroika, which means re- 
structuring. 

Political turmoil continues in South Korea over the upcom- 
ing elections. The 1988 summer games are set to go on as 
planned. 

Much of the year was spent agonizing over the on-going trade 
and budget deficits and the concern over American industrial 
competitiveness in the world market. Unemployment was at a 
low of 6%, but concern has been expressed that too many of the 
jobs were in service industries rather than in manufacturing. 

The Iraq-Iran war, which has already claimed over a half a 
million lives, continues in its 8th year. Cease-fire discussions are 
being pushed by the United Nations. To forestall Russian inter- 
vention, the U.S. is now escorting Kuwaiti tankers up and down 
the Persian Gulf providing military protection. 

July found the very popular Col. Oliver North testifying on 
the Iran-Contra Affair. 

The on-going deregulation of the airlines is providing much 
lower fares with consequent serious overcrowding on the planes 
and at the airports. 

While the whole year has been devoted to celebrating the 
200th anniversary of the Constitution, on July 6, 1987 the U.S. 
Congress celebrated its 200th Anniversary with a train trip to 
Philadelphia and ceremonies in Independence Hall. 
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The prosperous and powerful world of the TV evangelists 
was rocked by scandals in Jim and Tammy Bakker’s PTL 
ministry. 

A French expedition was formed to salvage artifacts and trea- 
sures from the Titanic, whose location was discovered by a team 
from the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institute in 1985. 

Mickey Mouse celebrated his 60th birthday, and Superman 
celebrated his 50th birthday. 

Non-smoking ordinances have spread to restaurants in major 
cities and to the workplace of many employees. 

The long-awaited Russian withdrawal from Afghanistan 
started in May with the first of the 115,000 Soviet troops. 

The United States continues to lose the ‘“‘war on drugs’’. Seiz- 
ures in 1987 reached 36,000 kilograms of cocaine and over 600,000 
kilograms of marijuana. Efforts to oust General Manuel Noriega, 
President of Panama, and a suspected drug dealer, have failed. 

House speaker Jim Wright visited South America and shortly 
thereafter the Congress cut off all military aid to the Nicaraguan 
Contras. 


On Black Monday, October 19, 1987, the Dow Jones average 
dropped 508 points, 22.6%, on a volume of 604 million shares, 
bringing the bull market to where it was at the start of 1987. The 
crash was attributed to the ongoing trade deficit and the unwil- 
lingness of Congress to address the annual budget and trade defic- 
its, combined with the falling value of the dollar on international 
markets. 

The national football players union went out on strike for 23 
days after which the players returned to work without a contract. 
Three games were played by the “replacement”’ teams recruited by 
the owners. 

Pres. Reagan’s nomination of Robert Bork for the Supreme 
court was voted down by the Senate after an extended anti-Bork 
campaign led by Senator Kennedy and other liberals. The nomi- 
nation of Douglas Ginsburg was withdrawn, and Anthony Ken- 
nedy was finally confirmed. 

Pope John Paul II paid a 10 day visit to the U.S. and was well 
received in each of the cities he visited. 

Sen. Gary Hart rejoined the race for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for President after dropping out last May because of highly 
publicized indiscretions with Donna Rice. 
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The Winter Olympics were held in Calgary, Canada, and 
were widely applauded as an athletic, public relations, and finan- 
cial success. 

Canadian Prime Minister Brian Mulrooney and President 
Reagan signed a historic free trade pact to remove all trade barri- 
ers between the world’s two largest trading partners within ten 
years. 

The leveraged buyout (LBO) mania continued on Wall street, 
despite the crash and inditements for inside trading. 

More than 800,000 acres of Yellowstone National Park were 
ravaged by the largest forest fire in centuries. 

The term “computer virus" became known to the public and 
will be added to the next edition of Webster's Dictionary. 

Benazir Bhutto was elected the new Populist Prime Minister 
of Pakistan and is the first woman to lead an Islamic country. 

Lights were finally installed in Chicago's Wrigley Field and 
the Chicago Cubs played their first home night game. 

Palestinian protests in the occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip continue despite Israeli military pressure. 

Ronald Reagan became the first U.S. President since Nixon 
to visit Moscow when he met fellow superpower leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev there in May. 

With the America's Cup legal battles unresolved, Dennis 
Connor of the San Diego Yacht Club prepared to defend the cup 
with a 60 foot, high technology catamaran with a 100 foot mast 
and weighing only 7,000 pounds. The 133 foot state-of-the-art 
New Zealand challenger has a 160 foot mast, a crew of forty, and 
weighs 70,000 pounds.

I have been here now for two years in the United Kingdom, 
and there is one little opening that I have heard recently that I 
thought is a very appropriate one, especially for a group like 
this, and it goes this way. As King Henry VIII said often to his 
wives, “I won't keep you very long’. I certainly bring you 
greetings from Ambassador Charles Price whom many of you 
met the other night, I believe, at the American Embassy. Most 
of you probably know that he is a former Kansas City banker 
and Ambassador to Belgium, and has been our Ambassador 
here about three years. He is a great supporter of the Ameri- 
can military and of the British military as well, and we are 
very happy to have him here. I also bring you greetings and 
congratulations from COL Nick Lacey. COL Lacey is with 
the U.S. Air Force and he is our U.S. Defense Attache here to 
the United Kingdom. He has very close ties with the HAC 
here in the UK because he is the American Secretary to the 
British American Forces Dining Club, an organization which 
goes twice every year to the HAC to Armoury House for 
lovely events such as this one.

GENERAL TRANT 


Captain Commanding, Gentlemen. 350 years ago perforce, 
history was in the making, and it dictated that the bond, the 
relationship between the Ancients and the HAC of this city, 
that which we celebrate today should be forged. And it is in 
that spirit of warmth, affection, and admiration that the HAC 
welcomes you here to our capital city this year.

I was not prepared to speak here, but Iam more than pleased. 
Iam very honored to be here this evening because I have with 
your country some ties that I had the occasion to start in 1973, 
when I went to the United States as a military attache of my 
country. On that occasion, I had the chance to learn, to 
understand the spirit, the life of your country, and mainly the 
friendship of the United States for Italy. And in a second time 
when I came back I had the occasion to work in my general 
defense staff. For about 10 years I worked very often in coop- 
eration with your embassy. to carry out some important pro- 
grams. The results of these programs and the results of the 
work carried out in that period we are able to see today. When 
your country and the Soviet Union are discussing the reduc- 
tion of armaments, I think some merit of this progress is for 
the work carried out together between Italy and the United 
States. Thank you. 


FIRST SERGEANT COVELL: 


Commander, Chief of Staff, Jim Lynch, Ambassador Volpe, 
distinguished head table. This wasn’t particularly planned as 
part of the program, but I would like to speak for myself, and 
I'm sure that I speak for everyone that was at the Vatican 
yesterday. I would love to publicly thank the individuals I 
just mentioned and I must include, Past Commander Ernest 
Montilio who had a hand in providing me as an individual 
with one of the finest days of my life. I would like to thank 
our young Swiss Guard tour guides who also made that day 
possible. Thank you all. 
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SWISS GUARD RESPONSE: 


I would like to thank you in the name of the Guards here. We 
did appreciate your visit and we were honored to have such 
successful business men, important judges, ministers, and 
priests as guests in our barracks. You were wonderful and I 
would like to thank you all for your friendship, kindness, and 
your hospitality this evening. Thank you very much. 


ADJUTANT: 


Gentlemen: Please rise and raise your glasses for the sixth 
Regular Toast. ‘“To our comrades in London: We look for- 
ward to the day when once again our two great companies 
will parade together through the streets of Boston. The 
Honourable Artillery Company of London.” 


I will now call on Major Taylor of the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London to respond to this toast. 


MAJOR TAYLOR: 


Captain Tierney, Past Captains, Officers and Genuemen: A 
number of years ago when I was doing my national service, 
my military training, I went to Officers training, and there we 
had a drill Sergeant, a SGT Hickey of the Irish Guards. He 
was a very upright man. He always stood with his shoulders 
well back and his pace stick under his arm, and he always had 
a slight tilt on his head, and he used to march around and he 
used to give us absolute hell. It was a particularly hot 
summer, the summer I was there, and he was chasing us 
around the square, and one chap broke from the center of the 
ranks: he couldn't stand it any more, and off he went, and he 
went off into the corner of the parade ground into the gymna- 
sium. SGT Hickey stood us at ease and marched off with his 
pace stick on his side and his head on its side, and he went 
into the gymnasium where he saw this young man who had 
climbed up the ropes and was sitting on the bar on the top. 
SGT Hickey said, "Come down Sir’. He said ‘‘No he wasn’t 
coming down and go away.”” SGT Hickey said “Don’t jump 
sir, think of your mother.” And the chap looked down and 
said “I haven’t got a mother." Well he said “Don’t jump sir, 
think of your father", and he said “I haven't got a father.” 
SGT Hickey said “Don’t jump sir, think of the Pope”. The 
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chap looked down and said ‘‘Who is the Pope?’ SGT Hickey 
said “Jump, you Protestant bastard, jump.” 

Gentlemen, I feel very much like that young man sitting on 
the bar at the moment. With all the SGT Hickeys looking up 
at me from down on the various tables. I have a very great 
thanks on behalf of the HAC for your hospitality, and I am 
sure in fact that has been expressed before in London, but we 
who are here thank you very much for the very great hospital- 
ity that you have given us this evening. I was reading in our 
Journal only last evening about your 266th Fall Field day in 
1903. It was recalled by a man 50 years later who wrote it and 
he was so amazed at the hospitality then, when you enter- 
tained 1,033 people that evening. You did it apparently in 
Symphony Hall, which you had emptied of all the seats and 
you put tables all around. You had chairs made, because it 
was not in the days of hiring things, and you had your badges 
put onto the chairs. 


I want to thank you for this hospitality and for your very very 
warm friendship.

It is, indeed, fitting that we come here today, America‘s oldest 
military organization, on this the 350th Annual Fall Tour of 
Duty to pay tribute to the Americans who gave their lives on this 
foreign shore so the world and all its peoples might remain free 
from tyranny. 

I had the honor of speaking to our wonderful company here 
at Anzio/Nettuno just 29 years ago on a similar occasion. It is 
truly a solemn place to visit and reminds us of the great debt we 
owe these men and women. 

Let us give pause to reflect on what might have happened if 
these gallant patriots had been unwilling to make the supreme 
sacrifice. What would have happened to Italy and to America? We 
know what has happened to other countries where peoples have 
been enslaved for lo these many years. But for the heroism of these 
dead whom we honor today we should not know freedom as it 
exists in our great countries.

REPORT OF THE 


MILITARY MUSEUM AND LIBRARY COMMITTEE 


The 1987-1988 fiscal year of the Military Museum and Library 
Committee was a productive one. The Committee met several 
umes and worked closely with the Restoration and Preservation 
Committee on the upcoming plans to restore Faneuil Hall. 

The Committee began to inventory all museum and library 
items. This will continue in 1988-1989. It also began plans to 
consolidate and restore all artifacts which will be removed and 
put into storage during the renovation of the Armory. 

The Committee met with Mr. Craig Brown, Boston Univer- 
sity librarian and former Springfield Armory curator, and with 
Dr. John McCauley, curator of the First Corps of Cadets Armory, 
to get their advice as to the cataloging of our artifacts. 

Molding for Past Captains’ pictures was ordered and framing 
started on several pictures so that all pictures conform. 

The Committee gained much experience, with the assistance 
of a locksmith, in the opening of the safe in the Captain‘s quar- 
ters and locked cabinets in the Armory. Two safety deposit boxes, 
one at Shawmut Bank and the other at the State Street Bank, were 
opened. 

The Committee increased the 1988-1989 budget to inglude 
cataloging and inventorying of artifacts. It also increased the lia- 
bility and personal property insurance covering Faneuil Hall. 

The Committee met with Peter Steele, curator of Boston His- 
torical Park, National Park Service, who extended on his behalf 
full cooperation during the upcoming renovation. 


REPORT OF MILITARY SUPPORT COMMITTEE 


Under the leadership of CPT Joseph S. Loughman, PC, the 
Military Support Committee is completely satisfied with all of 
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their accomplishments. The issues we addressed throughout this 
anniversary year are as follows. 

We discussed what medals should be worn with parade and 
mess dress uniforms. During this same meeting, we talked about 
the chain of command and several marching complaints. Chair- 
man Loughman suggested that a committee be formed to instruct 
some of the men in their marching. 

In the following meeting, funerals and their importance were 
discussed. It was stressed by Chairman Loughman that as mem- 
bers, it is our duty to attend these funerals if we possibly could. 
Proposed also was the suggestion that the Boston Herald, Quincy 
Patriot Ledger and other local papers print the death notices so 
many more Ancients may be reached.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
FOR THE RESTORATION AND 
PRESERVATION OF FANEUIL HALL 


This is the Report of the Ad-Hoc Committee appointed for 
the Restoration and Preservation of Faneuil Hall for the Year 
1987-1988. 

To establish the prime reason for the existence of this Com- 
mittee, it is necessary to equate with a clear perspective of what 
must be done to preserve this Ancient and Historical Landmark. 
There was nothing on the drawing boards of either the City of 
Boston or The National Park Service providing for the restora- 
tion or preservation of this hall. Major Albert Petrulis and I have 
been discussing this situation over a period of about a year. We 
decided tc give it a “GO” after the Fall Trip of 1984. Colonel 
Sylvester A. Ray was contacted by Colonel Anzoni and Major 
Petrulis. After we had presented our proposal, the Captain gave 
his wholehearted approval. He directed Colonel Anzoni to organ- 
ize a committee and submit the list to him and he would have a 
Special Order published. 

The order was published showing the following names:

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The Committee has been meeting ever since, generally at 
noon time, on a weekly or monthly basis. The Committee has 
been reappointed by succeeding Captains since 1984. The compo- 
siuon has changed but very little. Other members serving on the 
Committee include LTC M. Joseph DeMatteo and Lieutenant 
Alfred Brox. 

The first meeting was held on Thursday, 27 December 1984. 
This came about as a result of our attendance at a fund raiser for 
Mayor Raymond L. Flynn held on 13 December 1984. Captain 
Philip Doherty had been asked to arrange an appointment with 
the Mayor in the interest of restoring an amiable situation 
between City Hall and ourselves. The ticket was $250.00 and all 
members boughta ticket. Today, none of us regrets having done 
so. Our “SELLING JOB” will become most evident within the 
next 18 to 24 months. Major Petrulis and the Chairman met with 
The Mayor. He was very receptive to our story and called Com- 
missioner Roche over to where we were and after introductions, 
The Mayor said to the Commissioner ‘Take Care of Them." 
Commissioner Roche spent a great deal of time with us and then 
suggested having a meeting, preferably during the last week in 
the month of December. He gave the Chairman his office tele- 
phone number. A call was made and the date of the meeting was 
set for Thursday, 27 December 1984. 

The meeting proved to be highly enjoyable and enlightening. 
Present were Commissioner J. Edward Roche, Commissioner of 
Real Property for the city of Boston and his deputy Mr. William 
J. Hannon, the Superintendent of the National Park Service, Nor- 
theast Area, Mr. John Burchill. Fortunately, both of these gen- 
tlemen are from the Boston area. Also present were Mr. Fred 
Clark, representing Congressman Moakley, and all of the mem- 
bers of the Committee. 

Mr. Burchill stated that it was a pleasure for him to sit down 
and discuss a project like Faneuil with local people. He assured 
us that even though there were no plans for Faneuil Hall at the 
present time, that he personally would see that a project would be 
developed very soon. A building with the Historical Background 
of Faneuil Hall deserved immediate attention. He was appalled 
that nothing had ever been presented for consideration. When he 
saw the condition of the windows in the Captain‘s Quarters, that 
did it for him to want to move on the project. Commissioner

Roche agreed with Mr. Burchill and said that Faneuil Hall was a 
“Jewel” that was more meaningful to him than the Statue of 
Liberty. He also would be very pleased to be involved with the 
project. The Committee was asked to submit a list of corrective 
measures to be considered in the planning process for the restora- 
tion work. 

The list included foundation work, electrical work (convert- 
ing from DC to AC current), plumbing, air-conditioning, new 
kitchen, a normal size elevator from the ground floor up, point- 
ing up the outside brick walls and spot lighting same. All of these 
improvements are being considered in the National Park Service 
Plans. 

Presently, the Architectural Firm of Goody and Clancy has 
been engaged by the National Park Service. Their surveys are in 
the process of being completed. The Chairman has attended some 
of their meetings. They anticipate going out to bid around the 
first of the year. 

Ata meeting with Mr. Peter Steel on 6 May 1988, Chief of 
Cultural Services of the National Park Service, he said that the 
Budget for the project is in the vicinity of $6,585,000.00. He also 
stated that in all probability, we would not have to vacate our 
quarters during restoration work, but we would be responsible for 
storage and safekeeping. 

Attached is a copy of the agreement drawn up between the 
City of Boston and The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany covering our occupancy of the upper levels of Faneuil Hall. 
Commissioner Roche had raised this subject at a committee meet- 
ing on 18 February 1988. LTC M. Joseph DeMatteo suggested 
having a breakfast meeting. It was held on Tuesday, 23 February 
1988 at the Victoria Diner, South Boston, at 0815 hours. The 
sub-committee consisted of Colonel Walter T. Anzoni, CHM., 
Vice-Chairman Major Albert A. Petrulis, LTC M. Joseph DeMat- 
teo, Captain Philip M. Doherty, Lieutenant John Moran, and 
they were joined by Commissioner J. Edward Roche. The general 
terms of the agreement were outlined by the Commissioner and it 
was agreed that Captain Doherty and Lieutenant Moran would 
finalize the paperwork. 

In summary, gentlemen, the Committee has accomplished its 
initial purpose as follows: 1) Re-establishing an amiable relation- 
ship with the City of Boston, as evidenced by the Commissioner 
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being a ‘Team Member’, 2) Mr. John Burchill by his sincere 
efforts to get the project underway, and 3) an additional accolade 
to both of these gentlemen for securing the assistance of Con- 
gressman Joseph Moakley who pioneered the effort in Congress 
and thus getting a budget of $6,585,000. 

I would be remiss in my report for not commending Past 
Commander Sylvester A. Ray, who for “The Good of The Com- 
pany” has come into Boston on several Sunday mornings, with 
his own men, trucks, equipment and fill to repave the parking at 
the foot of Union Street. He has informed me that he will be at it 
again very soon.

FANEUIL HALL OCCUPANCY AGREEMENT 
WITH THE CITY OF BOSTON 


AGREEMENT made this 3rd day of August, 1987, by and 
between the City of Boston Real Property Department and the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
(hereinafter referred to as the ‘“Company’”’). 

WHEREAS the Company has been associated with Faneuil 
Hall from the time it was first erected in 1742, 

WHEREAS seven members of the Company bore the greater 
part of the debt incurred in the original construction of Faneuil 
Hall, 

WHEREAS Thomas Hutchinson, Captain of the Company 
in 1704 and 1718, moved that the name Faneuil Hall be adopted, 

WHEREAS the Company has occupied and held meetings in 
Faneuil Hall, primarily in the upper level of the Hall, since 1746, 

WHEREAS the Company and its members have been instru- 
mental in the preservation of Faneuil Hall and contributed to the 
reconstruction and renovation of Faneuil Hall at the end of the 
nineteenth century, and are spearheading the 1988 preservation 
effort, 

WHEREAS Chapter 33, Section 132 of the Massachusetts 
General Laws recognizes the right of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts to maintain its organization 
as a military company, 
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WHEREAS the Company agrees to cooperate with the City of 
Boston Real Property Dept. in the current renovations to Faneuil 
Hall by vacating the premises during the period of renovations, 
having supported the preservation efforts in good faith for the 
purpose of maintaining the structural integrity of the building, 

For good and valuable consideration, the receipt and legal 
sufficiency of which are hereby acknowledged, the parties agree as 
follows: 

1. The City of Boston Real Property Dept. recognizes the 
tenancy of the Company at Faneuil Hall for the past 241 years and 
acknowledges and agrees to preserve the right and license of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts to 
use and occupy the upper level of Faneuil Hall. 

2. As a consequence, although the Company’‘s use and occu- 
pancy will be temporarily interrupted by renovation work now 
being undertaken, the City of Boston Real Property Department 
agrees that the Company shall have the use and occupation of the 
upper level of Faneuil Hall upon the completion of the renova- 
tion work under the same terms and conditions as existed prior to 
the 1988 renovations. 

3. This Agreement has been executed in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, United States, and shall be governed and 
construed in accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, United States. 

4. Each provision of this Agreement shall be considered sev- 
erable and if for any reason any provision or provisions herein are 
determined to be invalid and contrary to any existing or future 
law, such invalidity shall not impair the operation of or affect 
those portions of this Agreement which are valid. 

5. Any modification or waiver of the terms of this Agreement 
must be agreed to in a writing signed by both the Boston Real 

Property Department and the Company.

Resolution reported by a committee consisting of COL Wal- 
ter T. Anzoni, P.C.; MGEN James A. Lynch, Jr., P.C.; and CPT 
Robert D. Murphy, P.C. 

Resolved, That in the death of our late comrade, COL George 
A. Turain, Past Commander, The Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company of Massachusetts has lost a member whose pres- 
ence and loyalty to this organization were ever recognized among 
us as of the kind which wins the admiration and affection from 
those of us who knew him well. 

Colonel Turain was born in New York City on the third of 
April, 1900. He attended schools in Manhattan, attended Colum- 
bia University and received a Mechanical Engineering Degree in 
1922 from Stevens Polytechnic Institute of New York. He did post 
graduate work at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, and 
lectured on hotel administration at Cornell University during the 
1930s. 

Colonel Turain was a World War I Army Veteran. 

Colonel Turain was a past president of the Massachusetts 
Hotel-Motel Association; past president of the National Hotel 
Association; past president of the Boston Kiwanis Club; past pres- 
ident of the Berkshire Innkeepers Association; past president of 
the Trappers and Hunters Club of Boston; a director of the Bos- 
ton Boy Scouts; a former member of the Massachusetts State 
Labor Board, the American Legion and the Military Order of 
World Wars. 

Colonel Turain enrolled in the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company on 1] May 1936. He died on 13 May 1987, 
serving 51 years. He was, no doubt, one of a few Past Command- 
ers to receive that distinction. His sponsor was Lieutenant James 
J. Curry, who became a Past Commander in later years. Colonel 
Turain was elected First Sergeant of Infantry 1945-1946 under 
Captain Andrew S. Seiler; elected Second Lieutenant 1948-1949 
under Command of Colonel Eugene A. Hudson; elected First 
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Lieutenant 1950-1951 under Command of Captain Douglas Mac- 
Pherson; elected Captain Commanding 1952-1953. He also served 
on the Finance Committee for two terms, 1960-1965 and 1965- 
1970. He served as Chief of Staff for the year 1967-1968 under the 
Command of Captain Ralph J. DeStefano. 

Therefore, be it— 

Resolved, That by the death of Past Commander Turain, the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company has sustained the loss 
of a member who was thoroughly devoted to its interest, ever 
ready and faithful in the performance of his duties. His kind and 
generous disposition, always the same, will ever be remembered 
by many of us with pleasant recollections. 

Resolved, That we respect his memory as that of a kind asso- 
ciate, a true friend, a good citizen. To his family, we extend our 
sincere sympathy. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be entered upon the records 
of The Company, and a copy forwarded to the family of our 
deceased comrade. 


ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 
INDEPENDENCE DAY—BOSTON 
JULY 4, 1987 


The Company assembled at City Hall Plaza at 900 hours for 
the flag raising ceremonies. Mayor Ray Flynn led the activities. 
The parade proceeded to the Old Granary Burying Ground 


where wreaths were laid on the tombs of Samuel Adams, John 
Hancock, Robert Treat Paine, and Peter Faneuil. 


Captain Commanding Paul R. Tierney read the Declaration 
of Independence from the balcony of the Old State House in 
accordance with the following tradition: 


On 18 July 1776 Colonel Thomas Crafts (enrolled a 
member of the AKHAC in 1765) read the Declaration 
of Independence from the balcony of the Old State 
House. This event is recorded in the HISTORY OF 
THE MILITARY COMPANY OF THE MASSACHU- 
SETTS, now called the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company of Massachusetts (Volume II, page 
127) as follows: 
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“July 18, 1776, the Declaration of Independence was 
publicly read for the first time in Boston. The council, 
representatives, magistrates, selectmen, clergy, the mil- 
itia, and a great throng of people were present. The 
regiments and artillery were drawn up in King Street, 
at one o'clock, P.M., when from the balcony on the 
east end of the Old State House, the Declaration was 
proclaimed with great joy by the people who cheered: 
the guns of the harbor, and of the fortifications ans- 
wered, and the artillery fired their cannons thirteen 
times, the regiments fired volleys in thirteen divisions, 
thus indicating the number of American states united.

“George Henry Maynard, Congressional Medal of Honor, 
late Major United States Volunteers, Civil War Period, member 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts for 
more than a half century, died at his home in Waltham, December 
26th, 1927. 

“Through his long and useful life he was honored and 
respected in the business, social and military life of the Commun- 
ity and Commonwealth. 

“His membership in the A&HAC dates from June 4th 1875 
and for more than 52 years he had gone in and out among us; to 
the very end a familiar and honored figure in our meetings, and 
an active participant in our functions and ceremonies. 
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“Indicative of the fine interest of Major Maynard in the Com- 
pany, even to the very last of his days on earth, he provided in his 
will most liberally for the organization. His entire estate, esti- 
mated at $30,000, was left in trust to his helpmate, and at her 
death the estate reverts to the A&HAC, to be included in the 
Permanent Fund.”

ATHOLL HIGHLANDERS MILITARY TATTOO 


On Thursday, 17 September 1987 approximately 150 Ancients 
and their guests attended a Military Tattoo, performed by the 
pipes, drums, officers and men of the Scottish Atholl Highland- 
ers, at the Charlestown Navy yard. The Highlanders were led by 
Colonel George Murray, the Tenth Duke of Atholl. 

The Highlanders are Europe's last private army, being autho- 
rized by the British Commonwealth to carry their own weapons. 

The Highlanders passed in review for all Ancients, and were 
inspected by the Duke of Atholl, Admiral Robert Johanson, First 
Coast Guard District Commander, and Commander David Cash- 
man, Commandant of the U.S.S. Constitution. 

Captain Paul Tierney acted as Master of Ceremonies, and 
made a presentation of a Paul Revere Bowl to the Duke. The 
Duke of Atholl made presentations to the Ancients, Admiral 
Johanson and Commander Cashman. 

At precisely 1851 hours (sunset) the officers and crew of the 
U.S.S. Constitution conducted a “lowering of the colors” 
ceremony. 

Subsequently, a collation was available for all Ancients and 
their guests lasting for several hours. A very liberal amount of 
hors d'oeuvres along with liquid refreshments were available. 

The Atholl Highlanders are volunteers, invited to join the 
Army by their Colonel, His Grace, The Duke of Atholl. They are 
Scots, living for the most part in the central highlands, whose 
regular occupations include shepherds, forresters, stalkers, tenent 
farmers on the Atholl Estates, and sheep farmers in the district. 
Many are retired from the British army. 
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Historically, the roots of the Atholl Highlanders go back into 
the mists of time, when Highland Chiefs always travelled with a 
body guard, known as a ‘tail’, wherever they went, and it was 
necessary to be always prepared to fight, to defend other clansmen 
and women, land and property. Athollmen fought at the battles 
of Killiecrankie, Prestonpans, and of course at Culloden, where 
their memorial marker stone may be seen on the Moor. Lord 
George Murray, the Prince’s Commander in Chief during the last 
Jacobite Rebellion of 1745-46, was the last Highlander to use the 
Fiery Cross to call men to arms. 

The 77th Fencible Regiment—Atholl Highlanders, were 
raised by the 4th Duke in the late 1770s to help protect the British 
Isles during the American War with Britain. Following a very 
happy visit to Blair Castle in the 1840s, Queen Victoria granted 
the Atholl Highlanders Colours and thus the right to bear arms. 
Now they are the only private army left in Europe, and since 
Queen Victoria’s time they have continued to provide Honour 
Guards for State occasions in Scotland. 

The Ceremony of Beating Tattoo is a development of an 
ancient “point of war’’. 

As far back as 1572, military manuals contained points of war 
which were important parades and ceremonies in a soldier's life. 
These include Reveille, Troop, Retreat and Tattoo, at which the 
drums and fifes were expected to play. 

The Tattoo was beaten in all garrisons and walled towns 
during those early centuries to alert the soldiers who might be 
outside the walls to come back inside before the gates were closed 
for the night. 

In fact, the word tattoo derives from tap toe, which is Dutch 
for “turn off the taps” or “last orders please”. 

At Tattoo, an officer would visit all the sentry posts in turn. 
The ceremony begins, therefore, with the bugle call for the first 
post and it will end with the last post.

Captain T1ERNEY. Please be seated. 

To respond to the toast to the City of London is the Honou- 
rable Lord Mayor of London, Sir Greville Spratt. (Applause.) 

Sir GREVILLE Spratt. Captain Commanding, gentlemen: 

Let me say immediately how very pleased I am to be here 
tonight, not only as a member of the HAC delegation, butalso as 
Lord Mayor of London, (applause) from whose citizens I bring 
you a warm message of friendship and good will on this very 
special occasion of the Ancients‘ 350th Anniversary. 

This year past and the one ahead are the prime time of anni- 
versaries. Last year, the parent HAC, or dare I say grandparent, 
celebrated its 450th Anniversary with an impressive march 
through the City of London, the taking of the salute outside 
Mansion House, which is a small cottage which I hold and which 
I inhabit for one year. (Applause.) 

And, as you know, Her Majesty, the Queen, was present; and 
the formal presentation by Her Majesty of a new standard to the 
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Company of Pikemen and Musketeers who, again, as you proba- 
bly know, are my personal bodyguards, which isn‘t a bad thing to 
have, actually, in the City of London. (Laughter and applause.) 

In turn, this year sees the 400th Anniversary of the defeat of 
the Spanish Armada, which was one of those little wars that we 
had to contend with, the Tercentenary of that famous insurance 
institution, Lloyd's of London, and I pity those, of course, 
amongst you who are underwriting members, and, of course, as 
you recall well, it is also the 50th Anniversary of the introduction 
of the Y front to the English market by Coopers, Incorporated, of 
Kenosha, U.S.A. (Applause.) 

Next year, we, in the City of London, are planning to cele- 
brate the 800th Anniversary of the Foundation of the Mayoralty 
with a remarkable and stimulating program of events that will 
last throughout the year. I hope that some of you here tonight 
will be in London during that time and, of course, to whom I 
extend, as always, a very warm welcome. 

One hundred years ago saw the birth of the legendary Law- 
rence of Arabia, Robert Browning had one more year to live, the 
fall of Khartoum and the death of General Gordon were still vivid 
memories. The pneumatic tire, as you probably know, was 
invented by Dunlop, and the Esso Company was also founded. 

Even more important, though, the year 1888 also saw the first 
visit of the HAC to the Ancients in Boston for their then 250th 
Anniversary. This present odyssey is the sixth of its kind and, like 
all others, is a quite unforgettable, happy experience for those 
whom you welcome from London. 

The second visit of 1903 was a very grand occasion, with the 
HAC delegation arriving on the happily named steamship May- 
flower, which was welcomed by the United States ship, Chicago, 
and a 21-gun salute from Fort Warren. 

It was particularly noted, and there are many historians 
amongst you, that, from the Bunker Hill Monument, the Union 
Jack, for the first time in history, flew side by side with the Stars 
and Stripes. (Applause.) 

Other visits followed in 1938, 1963, and 1978, the last being 
one which I recall with great affection and very happy memories, 
feelings that have been enhanced in this Presidential Election 
year by recalling that the 1978 June Day Parade was reviewed by 
Michael S. Dukakis in his capacity as Governor of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 
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After that visit, it was observed, and quite obviously so, that 
the two Companies do not change, and that the traditions of the 
past have been well and truly handed on to the present members; 
and each one of us must ensure that they will descend, in turn, 
even to generations as yet unborn. 

Arms are, indeed, the labors of peace; and this visit and cele- 
bration of your 350th Anniversary have proved the point yet 
again. For all that, I thank you tonight, both from the Honoura- 
ble Artillery Company of London, the citizens of London, and, in 
particular, its very proud 660th Lord Mayor. (Applause.) 

I would very much like that the Captain Commanding who 
hands over today, and may I congratulate the new Commanding 
Officer, to accept this very small memento from me of my per- 
sonal coat of arms, and may he accept it on behalf of the Ancients. 
And may I ask that it be placed in Faneuil Hall, with my admira- 
tion for you all, my appreciation to you all, and my very deep 
affection. (Applause, all rising.)

Captain Tierney. To respond to the toast to the City of Bos- 
ton, we are very privileged to have with us this evening a fellow 
native of South Boston, a man who is known as the Mayor of the 
People, our Mayor, Raymond Flynn. (Applause and cheers.) 

Mayor Raymonp J. Frynn. Thank you. Well, tonight is a 
very special night, and I wanted to stop by here tonight as the 
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Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
celebrates its 350th proud and distinguished history. 

I want to welcome, with a very warm Boston welcome, the 
Lord Mayor of London and his party to our city. These two great 
cities have so much in common. They have been allies over the 
course of the world’s history, and it is very appropriate that the 
Lord Mayor would be here tonight, along with the Honourable 
Artillery of London, to help you celebrate this beautiful 
anniversary. 

We have a city that we are very, very proud of, a city that is 
one of the strongest in the country, economically moving for- 
ward; and yet, at the same time, the real strength of Massachusetts 
is its culture and its heritage and its tradition. 

And so, with that, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Boston has been an integral part of that history and that 
culture and that tradition. So, to Paul, and to all the officers, let 
me congratulate you; Lord Mayor, let me welcome you to the City 
of Boston, a very warm welcome; I wish we played London in the 
NBA championship, instead of the Detroit Pistons; we would 
have gone to the finals. 

This is a special night. Congratulations to all of you. Keep up 
the wonderful leadership that you provide for the City of Boston. 
We're very, very proud of you. Thanks an awful lot. (Applause.)

Captain Tierney. If I may have your attention, please. It is 
my privilege and I am honored to present to you at this time our 
featured speaker of the evening. 

A veteran of the United States Navy and over 30 years of 
service, a man whose decorations include the Distinguished Fly- 
ing Cross and the Air Medal, a former Commander of the U.S. 
Naval Air Station at South Weymouth, a former prisoner of war 
of the Communist forces of North Korea for 22 months. 

I am most pleased to present to you our speaker of the even- 
ing, Captain Gerald C. Canaan. Captain Canaan. (Applause, all 
rising.) 

Captain GERALD C. Canaan. I want to tell you right now that 
there's no place in the world I would rather be than right here, 
tonight. Fantastic group of people; just absolutely wonderful. 

Captain Commanding Tierney, Reverend Clergy, Distin- 
guished Guests at the Head Table, and there’s no greater group of 
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people in the world, members of the Ancient and Honorable— 
and, in my book, I would underline the word “honorable’’—out 
here that make up such a great part of this crowd,—and if I could 
divert and say what an absolute pleasure it is to me, for me per- 
sonally, to be with the Honourable Artillery Company, because I 
have had some great associations with our British cousins; they 
have saved my life on a few occasions, and I am deeply indebted to 
them (applause): 

I have two problems tonight, and I need your help with both 
of them. And, if you will forgive me while I ask for quiet, they are 
both very serious situations. 

You know, a little while ago, we had a toast to the Armed 
Forces of the United States. That almost brings tears to my eyes 
because I always think, at that time, I always think of the thou- 
sands of Americans we have today who are unaccounted for, in 
Korea and Vietnam; and, gentlemen, I fear that this is something 
we are beginning to accept. 

I deeply fear that we are willing to accept the fact that these 
countries have Americans that were incarcerated, and they almost 
snap their fingers at us when we ask them, “‘Hey, what happened 
to our fellow Americans?” 

I know the history of the Ancient and Honorables. I’ve read it 
for the past two weeks; I've studied it, quite honestly. Many of you 
I know by name. Thank the good Lord, many of you I know 
personally tonight. I’ve met you. I can't begin to tell you how 
much I admire you. 

But I need your help; I think we, as Americans, have got to 
change our tactic a little bit. 

In a few moments, I am going to ask you to do two things for 
me; they’re very easy things to do. They will require hardly any of 
your time. But I, for one, think they could make a major differ- 
ence in this attitude we seem to have in our country, now that 
were willing to let our fellow Americans rot in some hell hole 
someplace, and kind of write it off as ‘“That’s the way it goes.” 

Gentlemen, that’s not the way it used to go. You know, in the 
days of the Barbary Pirates, we did something about it; we went 
and rescued our fellow Americans; we got them out of those hell 
holes. (Applause and cheers.) 

And, as I say, it almost brings tears to my eyes because I sat in 
one of those hell holes myself. Now I want to pose a problem to 
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you. It’s a problem I’ve been trying to solve for 37 years, and I 
haven't solved it. And I know of your intelligence, your intellect, 
your go-getiveness, and I know I can get an answer tonight. 

And, if all of you would meet me in the bar afterwards, I’m 
willing to listen to all these answers. 

I am going to tell you what happened to me one night in 
November, 1951. It was a most unusual occurrence, and I’ve met 
lots of wonderful ex-prisoners of war; but I haven’t run into 
anyone that had this same experience. 

This was November 4, 1951, a cold, snowy, miserable night in 
North Korea. I was assigned to a night attack unit on the U.S.S. 
Bonhonne Richard. Another ensign and myself were sent out by 
the C.O. that night for this mission, and I’m sure he rued the day 
he ever let us two ensigns go together. 

But, at any rate, we went out. As luck would have it, we found 
one of the largest truck convoys I’d ever seen, and I'd been over 
there six months. 

Incidentally, when I got shot down, I had four days to go till 
the cruise ended; how many stories have you heard like that? 

Well, we were having a lot of fun. We were hitting these 
trucks; we were knocking them out; we had lots of big fires going; 
and, all of a sudden, on a low napalm run I was making, I got hit, 
got hit in the engine. 

I tried getting altitude back. I got up to a decent altitude; I 
bailed out. And thank the good Lord again, I landed on the 
ground in good shape. 

Now, let me tell you two interesting things that happened to 
me that night. Interestingly, in bailing out of that airplane, I lost 
my watch; and I’ve never been in a position before where I lost all 
track of time. I literally lost track of time, and it began to just bug 
me to death; I thought dawn was going to occur at any moment. 

But, I was choking—I had made a quick plan in my mind. I 
had been shot down on the sort of northeast coast of North Korea. 
I figured I was about 30 miles from Wonsan Harbor, Wonsan 
Harbor being a major east coast harbor in North Korea; but the 
nice thing about Wonsan Harbor was that there was a little island 
right out at the entrance of it. 

It was called Yoto Island, and we owned Yoto Island. We had 
an LST out there; we had some people out there; and I figured, if 
I could just get up to that harbor, if I could find anything to get

myself out on the water, I could be picked up by some American 
forces. 

I don’t know if anyone has ever told you, in a capture situa- 
tion, it’s easy to get rescuitis; that’s why most people are captured; 
they get rescuitis. 

At any rate, I got on the ground; I was in good shape. It was 
snowing; there were six inches of snow on the ground. I had no 
idea where I was; it was a miserable night. 

But I kept going and going; and finally, after doing this for 
an hour or so, I think—again, I’m not sure—I was really dog- 
tired. But, fortunately, I came to a little creek and, at this point, 
the bridge had been destroyed—well, almost destroyed—but there 
was a concrete abutment there, and I was so tired I just nestled 
right up against that concrete abutment. 

Now, keep in mind it was, I suppose it was 10-11 o’clock at 
night; it was still snowing; it was a cold, bitter, miserable night. 
And, all of a sudden, I heard a noise, and a work party started 
going by me; I assume they were a work party. And I swear that 50 
men walked by me, no further away than this table right down 
here. 

I was trying to be quiet, but my old heart was just going 
boom, boom, boom, and I thought that they could hear that, if 
nothing else; but they didn’t. That whole work party went by me; 
no one saw me. 

So, when they were gone, I jumped up and I started jogging 
as fast as I could, and I was going and going, falling down, 
having an awful time trying to put one foot in front of another. 
Again, I finally got tired. 

But I came to the main rail line. At this particular point, this 
was the main rail line that kind of went southwest down towards 
the front line; and, at this particular point, it was built up on a 
mound of dirt; it was elevated quite a bit. 

So, Twas climbing on all fours up this embankment. I got up 
to the railroad. For some reason, I had my 38 pistol in my hand. 

And I stopped. I looked down this way and, sure enough, 
down there I could hear some chanting, singing; I assumed it was 
probably that work party I had seen a little earlier in the evening. 

And I went to turn this way and, just like that, like snapping 
your fingers, there was a Korean standing right in front of me. He 
was there, right there. 
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My first reaction, which was a bad one, I stuck my pistol right 
in his gut. He threw his hands up in the air, and he was yakkin’ to 
me in Korean; I was yakkin’ to him in English, and I recognized 
we weren't going to get very far doing that. 

So now, here’s my question to you. What should I have done? 
Here I was, a young 22-year old ensign; I had been in enemy 
territory probably three or four hours, and I had my first prisoner 
of war to myself, and I was in enemy territory. 

Well, the first thing that crossed my mind was to shoot him; 
but I want to tell you, in case you don’t know it, it’s a lot tougher 
to shoot a human being in cold blood than you might think; and, 
when it came down to it, I couldn't do it. Man, I just couldn’t 
bring myself to shoot that guy. 

In retrospect, maybe I should have, but, at that point in time, 
I couldn’t bring myself to do it. 

Then the thought crossed my mind, I could take him with 
me; and, of course, I recognized that was impossible; no way to do 
that. So, finally, I just sort of motioned him off down the damn 
railroad track, with my gun. He turned around, patted me on the 
rear end, and away he went. 

Now, I suspect that the next morning, when I was captured, I 
suspect he had a lot to do with that capture. But now, later this 
evening, if you’ve got some ideas, I'd appreciate it. That’s been 
plaguing me for 37 damn years and, if you can solve that problem 
for me, I'd appreciate that. (Applause.) 

Now, here’s a more serious problem that I really need your 
help with, and I have already alluded to it. I think it’s really 
terrible that we've got—well, I shouldn't say “we've got”; perhaps 
we have some fellow Americans rotting in some damn hell hole 
someplace that are unaccounted for. 

Now, I'm not inferring for a second this is an easy problem to 
solve, because I know it’s not. I just wonder if we're working hard 
enough at it. 

You know, now we're getting kind of cozy with the Russians, 
the Chinese, and several other people; why don’t we try to get 
those people to help us to answer these problems? 

There are a lot of minds much better than mine that I know 
can bring to bear on this and help us get this—I call it a—cancer 
on our side. I wake up at nights, occasionally, and I worry about 
this. If there’s one American in this situation, then that’s one too 
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many, and I don’t think we should put up with that nonsense; it’s 
just terrible, really. (Applause.) 

Now, I want to give you fellows a statistic. If it doesn’t tear 
your head off, I’ll be surprised. I called a good friend of mine in 
Washington Thursday, before I came up here. Now, this gentle- 
men, himself, was a prisoner of war in Vietnam for over six years. 
He really knows what it’s like to be a prisoner of war. 

He’s a Navy Captain (Retired). When he came home, he 
started an organization in Washington called the American 
Defense Foundation; and in the last few years, he’s become vitally 
interested in this situation that we’ve got of unresolved Missing- 
in-Action cases. 

I called him, and I said, “Red, do you have anything of inter- 
est that this wonderful group may be receptive to?”’ 

He said, “Oh, there’s tons of things going on.”’ He said, “I 
can tell you things that are disastrous, shameful, and all that.” 
But, he said, “Let me give you one figure. Let me lay this on you. 
Do you know that during the Vietnam War we lost 569 fellow 
Americans in Laos.” 

Now, as you know, the Laos situation has been kept quiet for 
quite a while. Yet, that was the main supply trail that came down 
from North Vietnam into South Vietnam; the so-called Ho Chi 
Minh Trail was through Laos. 

As a matter of fact, at that time, I was running the Navy’s 
prisoner of war desk in Washington, D.C., and I'll tell you, the 
people who were bitching about the fact that we weren’t saying 
much about what we were doing in Laos, it was the poor wives of 
guys we'd lost in Laos; we weren’t even acknowledging that 

act. 

All right; later we did acknowledge it. Now let me give you 
this number. We lost, during that period of time, 569 Americans 
in Laos. Do you know how many we've accounted for? Let me 
show you. If you can all see that, it’s zero. 

We've accounted for zero of our fellow Americans who gave 
the ultimate in Laos, and I'll tell you, gentlemen, it’s lousy; it’s 
terrible. We've got to do something to get our people in Washing- 
ton off the dime, to be more accountable, to tell us what they’re 
doing. 

I told you I would ask you to do me another favor, and here’s 
my favor. You're a very influential organization. There's no ques- 
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tion in my mind, the most in Massachusetts, probably. You’re a 
wonderful group of men. You're dedicated. I just admire you 
tremendously. 

Will you do this for me? When you have contact with your 
national Representatives in Congress, Senators, Congressmen, 
will you just ask them? Will you say, ‘Senator, Congressman, 
what’s going on with our Missing in Action in Southeast Asia? 
What are we doing to rectify this situation?” 

See what they tell you. I'll tell you what it’s going to do. It’s 
going to do two things, immediately. 

Number one, they probably don’t know, so they're going to 
try to find out; and, if nothing is going on, maybe we can generate 
enough interest to get something going on. 

And, second, will you do this last thing for me? If you have 
some families of these tragic individuals here in New England, in 
the Boston area, will you make contact with them? Will you tell 
them you understand? Will you tell them you feel bad about it? 
Because, I'll tell you something, these people feel they've been 
forgotten; they feel they've been forgotten by their own country. 

And I just, personally, don’t want to be a part of that. If you 
could do those two things, I have a sneaking hunch that maybe 
we could change this. Maybe you and I, working together, can 
put a different light on it. 

If we could get one American out who may be over there—I 
am not saying they are, but who may be over there—do you think 
it’s worth that little effort to try to do that? (Applause.) I appre- 
ciate it. I appreciate that very much. 

You know, I lay awake last night, trying to think of some- 
thing I could tell all of you. You’ve been so wonderful to me the 
last two days. I want to tell each of you, from as deep in my heart 
as I can, how much I admire you, how grateful I am to you for 
what you have done. 

My wife, Ruth, just thinks you’re the greatest people in the 
world. Our British friends that are here, I always count it a special 
day when I can spend time with you. So these two days have been 
spectacular. 

But I was thinking, what can I tell this great group of people 
as I am finishing, how much I think of you, how much I wish you 
well in the future. You know, you have had a glorious 350 years; 
and the little bit I have gotten to know you, I know the next 350 
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are going to be even better. I only wish I was here to share in all of 
it. 

But this is the wish I have for you. As each of you slide down 
the bannister of life, may all the splinters point in the right direc- 
tion. Thank you very much. (Applause, all rising.) 

Captain T1rERNEY. Captain Canaan, we think you're the great- 
est. (Renewed applause.) And, to show our appreciation to you, I 
am very pleased to present to you, on behalf of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, this silver tray in 
appreciation for your presence and your remarks here this 
evening. 

Thank you, Captain Canaan. (Renewed applause.) 

Captain TieRNEY. Gentlemen, give your attention to the Adju- 
tant, Commander Horan. 

ApjuTANT Horan. Gentlemen, please rise and raise your 
glasses for the Seventh Regular Toast. 


The Seventh Regular Toast 

Gentlemen, to our hosts this past October during our historic 
visit to London, to our closest Comrades who are present with us 
here this evening. May the bond between our companies be ever 
strong. Gentlemen, THE HONOURABLE ARTILLERY COM- 
PANY OF LONDON. 

(Cries of ‘Hear! Hear!’) 

Captain TIERNEY. To respond to the toast, gentlemen, is 
Major John Phipson, the Delegation Commander. Major Phip- 
son. (Applause.) 

Major Joun Puipson. Gentlemen, my task this evening is to 
thank you, on behalf of all the members of the Honourable 
Artillery Company for the kindness and generosity we’ve been 
receiving from the Ancients since we arrived (applause), and, in 
particular, to say how much we enjoyed this afternoon’s parade 
and how much we are enjoying this evening‘s banquet (applause). 

We have been quite overwhelmed, which is something you 
can't often say about a member of the Honourable Artillery 
Company. 

We in the HAC value the close links we have forged with the 
Ancients and, through you, with the United States of America 
and her armed forces. Today, as you know, is the 44th Anniver- 
sary of D-Day (applause), and we are happy to keep alive the 
spirit of cooperation which existed at that time. 
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Last year, as you know, was our 450th Anniversary, and we 
were delighted that members of the Ancients were able to join us 
in our celebrations. 

At the St. George’s Dinner in April, you met the Duke of 
York. In May, at our City March, you met the Queen and Prince 
Philip. And, in October, at our party at Hampton Court, you met 
the Duke of Kent. Nota bad record for a nation which, a few years 
ago, threw off the yoke of monarchy. (Applause.) 

Captain Tierney, I understand that while you gave your 
members an exciting year, you gave your officers a hard one; not 
surprising, really; it runs in the family. 

In 1798, one of the last duels in England was fought between 
William Pitt, the Prime Minister, and a certain Mr. Tierney, 
whom he'd annoyed in the House of Commons. (Laughter and 
applause.) 

Before setting out for Boston, we informed the Queen of our 
enterprise, and received the following message: 


“T warmly thank you and all members of the Honou- 
rable Artillery Company, about to embark to the New 
World to assist in the 350th Anniversary celebration of 
the daughter regiment, the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company of Massachusetts, for your kind message 
of loyal greetings which, as Captain General, I was 
delighted to receive. 

“I send my best wishes to you all for a most enjoyable 
and successful visit. 

“Elizabeth R.” 


(Applause. ) 


Captain DeMatteo, it was a great relief to us on the Common 
today to hear that you had been duly elected, and we congratulate 
you upon it. I gather that one of your first tasks has been to 
update your history, as we did last year, to the present day. 

In it can be found constant reminders of the mutual respect 
and affection between our two companies, in times ancient and 
modern, in peace and in war. It's obvious that the daughter unit 
is flourishing. We would wish you to know, sir, that the elderly 
parent is also in good heart. (Applause.) 
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Before we left, the Court of Assistance passed the following 
Special Resolution: 


“This Honourable Court, on behalf of all members 
of the Honourable Artillery Company, wishes to express 
its pride and pleasure in the continuing close links with 
its daughter unit, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, and to wish them every felic- 
itation on the occasion of their 350th Anniversary.” 


This I now do, with great pleasure. (Applause.) 

Captain Tierney, on behalf of the HAC, I would like to ask 
you to accept, on behalf of the Ancients, two small things. One, to 
represent tradition, is an illuminated address which has been pre- 
pared by the College of Arms, and which I hope will now emerge 
from its case. (Laughter and applause.) 

The other, to show we are still soldiers of the present day, is a 
print of a picture of the various activities of the Honourable 
Artillery Company in the 1980s. (Applause.) 

- Thank you, again, very much for having us. (Applause, all 
rising.) 

Captain TiERNEY. Major Phipson, on behalf of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, I‘m pleased 
to present to you this Paul Revere Bowl in appreciation of your 
wonderful cooperation and your hospitality when we were in 
London, and I'm sure that you will find a place of prominence for 
this. Thank you very much, Major Phipson. (Applause.) 

At this time, I would like to ask our outgoing Chief of Staff, 
and still the present Chairman of the 350th Anniversary Commit- 
tee, to come forward for a few words, Major General James A. 
Lynch, Jr. General Lynch. (Applause.) 

Major Generat James A. Lyncu, JR. Captain Commanding, 
Reverend Clergy, Distinguished members of the Head Table, my 
friend The Lord Mayor, Sir Greville Spratt, general officers at the 
Head Table and on the floor, my Comrades, our guests, the 
Honourable Artillery Company, members and guests of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company: 

Five years ago, I was appointed by the late Colonel Fred York 
to chair the 350th Anniversary Committee, and confirmed by the 
vote of the Company. It’s been an interesting five years. 

We formed committees and planned our activities to arrive at 
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this evening. Our goals were many. To have an eventful Fall 
Field Day Tour of Duty and a successful June Day Anniversary. 

Our travels began with making contacts at Buckingham 
Palace and the Vatican. We met with the Private Secretary of the 
Queen, and the Private Secretary to Prince Charles. From those 
meetings, it was agreed that we would provide escort, in the City 
of Boston, to His Royal Highness, Prince Charles. 

We set out to see the Queen, parade in Buckingham palace, 
secure a private audience with His Holiness, Pope John Paul II, 
to see the President of Italy, and to have the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London visit with us in Boston on our Anniversary. 
All of this has been accomplished. 

We met with Cardinal Law to request his assistance in 
arranging a private audience with His Holiness, Pope John Paul 
II. We invited the Cardinal to give us his blessing on Boston 
Common on our 350th Anniversary, as was done in 1791. That 
has been accomplished. (Applause.) 

We involved the Ten of Us Club in a memorable event in the 
Embassy in London and, as you know, this past Sunday at the 
edge of the USS Constitution in the Charlestown Navy Yard, a 
fine event. 

We produced a souvenir publication with details of our his- 
tory; we produced a medal for all participants in the parade 
which will be given tomorrow night at the HAC Reception, and 
will be given to our members at a subsequent meeting. 

We produced a commemorative coin, in a limited edition, 
and you all should be notified that that is going to be mailed to 
you through the procedure we've established. 

We have a videotape planned for the complete eight day visit 
of the Honourable Artillery Company, and that is in process. 

We secured the assistance of the Massachusetts Army National 
Guard, the Massachusetts State Police, the Boston Police, Rock- 
ingham Park, Durgin Park, British Staff Officers‘ Association, 
Plymouth Chamber of Commerce, Rocky Ledge Nurseries, Brush 
Hill and Plymouth and Brockton bus companies. On behalf of 
the Company, I want to thank them all publicly here this even- 
ing. (Applause.) 

I wish to express my personal gratitude to the family of the 
late Colonel Fred York; to Captain Joe Loughman, Colonel Syl- 
vester Ray, General Bill Koughan, and, particularly, Captain 
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Paul Tierney, our distinguished Commanders who assisted us 
from the outset. 

I want to particularly thank Ed Keelan, Barry Driscoll, Jim 
Hunter, Joe Amicone, and Cal Reid who worked on their indi- 
vidual projects and were of great assistance to me. 

A special thanks to General Ambrose and Major Maguire, 
who have worked tirelessly for the last couple of months to put 
the HAC program in proper form. 

My appreciation for the efforts in organizing the two St. 
George’s Dinners. Our appreciation to the First Lieutenant, 
Joseph Milano, and Second Lieutenant Rey Graunas, Burt 
Mullen, Bob Couture and, particularly, Jack Drummey, who is a 
master at securing the proper material for an event. I thank them 
for their efforts. (Applause.) 

We have renewed our friendships with the Honourable 
Artillery Company; that’s evident as we gather here this evening. 
A new relationship was established with the Vatican’s Swiss 
Guard; we have four of them with us here this evening. Where are 
they sitting, the Swiss Guard? (Applause.) There they are: thank 
you. 

We've continued our friendship with a lot of people. Particu- 

larly, we established a new friendship with the people in Cassino, 
Italy. You may not know what you've done, but our little parade 
in the square where very few Americans visit is still being talked 
about. Fred Vittiglio was so helpful in this program—thank you, 
Fred. 
: This phase of our goals is now complete, and I’m sure the 
incoming Captain will continue the traditions of this great Com- 
pany. And I want to thank you all, those present and those unable 
to be here, and there are some who worked on the Committee who 
are no longer with us. 

I want to thank you particularly for giving me your con- 
tinued support, and giving me an opportunity to be of service at 
this moment in our time. Thank you very, very much. (Applause.) 

Captain Tierney. Thank you, General Lynch. We all know 
the contributions that you have made this year for our success. 
Thank you very, very much. 

At this time, I would like to call forward three representatives 
of the Honourable Artillery Company of London for a presenta- 
tion. It is our way of saying “Thank you” for their cooperation 
this evening. 
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First of all, Colonel Geoffrey Godbold, the Regimentai 
Colonel; would you come forward, please? 

In addition, Lieutenant Colonel Malcolm Ring, the Com- 
manding Officer of the active unit of the HAC. 

And our dear friend, Harry Watson, the Boston representa- 
tive, the representative of the Boston Association of the HAC. 

Will those three gentlemen come forward, please? (Applause.) 

CoLoneL GEOFFREY GODBOLD. May I just say to you that, last 
year, when you came to England, it was my opportunity to spend 
some time in organizing your trip, more than I thought I was 
going to have to do, but it gave me the opportunity to meet you 
and to know your charm and your kindness. 

And this bowl, which you have given me this evening, will be 
a great memento of that trip last October and, indeed, our mag- 
nificent visit here. 

I would like to say a few more words. This afternoon we took 
part in what is, basically, your 350th parade. But in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, which we know as a different place in the City of 
London, but were very impressed to be in this afternoon, we had a 
sermon which talked of the two great traditions which our com- 
panies keep, traditions, gentlemen, which we have seen recently 
in your own President going to Russia, and then coming and 
speaking with our Prime Minister, and giving our Prime Minister 
the responsibility of continuing the negotiation to keep world 
peace. 

We are humble people; we are not in that league. But we do 
represent a feeling which is existent in your organization, and it’s 
existent in the organization which I represent. Tonight, it is 
“Facta, non Verba.” I can only speak in words. 

But our own motto, ‘Arma pacus fulcra,”’ means that we will 
maintain a diligence in military substantiation to keep that world 
peace. (Applause.) And it is not a world peace which is for our- 
selves; it is for our children; and that is what is so important. 

And my Lord Mayor, who is here tonight, his charity this year 
is for children; children, our future; our children‘s future is what 
is important to us, and is why we give up our time to be here 
tonight, and to give up all our time during the year, for this great 
feeling towards world peace. (Applause.) 

I charge you all, both American, British, and the many other 
nationalities which are represented here this evening, to take that 
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home. I would ask the members of the Honourable Artillery 
Company to demonstrate that great feeling which we have 
towards the Ancients, and that spirit which we have together, by 
rising in a very unusual situation and giving Regimental Fire. 

Generally, gentlemen, we only give Regimental Fire for our 
own members. I believe what happened last autumn, last fall, and 
has happened this spring, has shown a great relationship between 
our two companies, which we would like to demonstrate by giv- 
ing Regimental Fire to our new members of the Honourable 
Artillery Company. 

Would all those, active and veteran, who are here tonight, rise 
to give Regimental Fire to the Ancients? 

(Regimental Fire was thereupon given by the members pres- 
ent of the Honourable Artillery Company of London to the 
members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. ) 

(Applause.) 

CapTaiIn T1ERNEY. Lieutenant Colonel Malcolm Ring, the 
Commanding Officer of the active Honourable Artillery Com- 
pany of London. Thank you very much for all your support and 
your help, Malcolm. 

LIEUTENANT COLONEL MALCOLM RinG. Gentlemen, at the 
Honourable Artillery Company the Commanding Officers are 
elected for two years; I use the word advisedly when I say 
“elected.” 

We do have the chance, however, and I have, indeed, had the 
unique chance of causing traffic jams in two major cities of the 
world. (Applause.) Last year, it was our 450th, on a Thursday 
afternoon; and what a pleasure it was to repeat it again, this year, 
in Boston. Thank you very much, indeed. (Applause.) 

Captain TieRNeEY. Finally, the representative of the Boston 
Association of the Honourable Artillery Company of London, the 
man who has worked tirelessly for all of us and we are most 
appreciative of those efforts, Harry Watson. Harry, thank you 
very, very much. (Applause.) 

Mr. Harry Watson. Captain Paul, Captain Commanding— 
I believe that might be the wrong way around—gentlemen: 

Thank you; thank you for your support, your interest, your 
help, for coming to invade us last October. General Jim has gone 
through the really tortuous procedure of these various occasions. 
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But, most of all, thank you for your friendship. Thank you, 
gentlemen. (Applause.) 

CapTain Tierney. Gentlemen, the Commandant of the Mas- 
sachusetts Military Academy, Colonel Frank Baran. Colonel 
Baran. (Applause and cheers.) 

CoLoneL Frank BARAN. General officers, Captain Tierney, 
gentiemen of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts: 

Tonight we celebrate not only your annual elections, but the 
beginning of your 350th Anniversary Year. For three and one half 
centuries, this Company has had an unbroken lineage, a lineage 
steeped in tradition, and a sense of camaraderie that has stood as 
an example to all of us. 

Your members have served proudly in our military from the 
early settlement days through our fight for independence, and in 
every major conflict since. It is for that service and for those 
examples that the Massachusetts Military Academy presents you 
with this plaque commemorating your 350th Anniversary. Cap- 
tain Tierney. (Applause.) 

Gentiemen, my second presentation. Major Phipson. Colonel 
Commandant, the Honourable Arullery Company of London, 
representing General Sir Richard Trant: 

Itis with a great sense of pride that, on behalf of the staff and 
the students at the Massachusetts Military Academy, I take a 
moment to recognize a great nation, a nation and a people with 
whom we share our beginnings. 

Many of our waditions and customs have been passed down 
from your great land. 

It is with that sense of long-standing tradition and camarad- 
erie that I present the Honourable Artillery Company of London 
with a token of our good wishes and good fortune in your 450th 
year. God Save the Queen. (Applause.) 

Major Puipson. If I'm still alive, Colonel Baran, can I thank 
you very much indeed. 

The only thing, I think, which entitles me to deliver a second 
lecture to a more senior officer is that Lam actually representing a 
General. 

Once again, we are full of gratitude for what you and your 
cadets have done for us, and feel most guilty that you have also 
given us this lovely plaque. Thank you very much. (Applause.) 
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(Whereupon the cadets of the Massachusetts Military Acad- 
emy gave three cheers for the Honourable Artillery Company of 
Lendon.) 

Captain TIERNEY. Is there a member of the 26th Division of 
Artillery here this evening who wishes to make a presentation? 
Would you come forward, please, at this time? 

THE REPRESENTATIVE OF THE 26TH DIVISION OF ARTILLERY. I 
would like to make a presentation on behalf of the 26th Division, 
Field Artillery, to the former Commander of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, Captain Paul Tierney. 

Sir, in recognition of your achievements during the past 
period, we would like to present you with this token. 

Captain T1ERNEY. Thank you very much; I appreciate that. 
(Applause. ) 

THE REPRESENTATIVE. I also have a presentation to make to 
Colonel Leonard J. Sacco, in recognition of the newly-elected 
office that he has just achieved. I would like to present him with 
this token, also, on behalf of the 26th Division Artillery Com- 
mander. (Applause.) 

Captain Tierney. Would a member of the Swiss Guard come 
forward, please. It is my understanding he has something to say to 
you. They were most helpful to us on our trip to Rome. 

‘Their Commander, Colonel Buchs, is an outstanding man, 
and through his efforts and the efforts of Jim Lynch and a few 
others, we were able to achieve our audience with Pope John Paul 
II. 

Come forward, please. 

AbDJUTANT Horan. Gentlemen, this member of the Swiss 
Guard speaks six languages, which is probably five more than 
any of us do. He is a little nervous; give him a big round of 
applause, and a welcome.

THE REPRESENTATIVE OF THE Swiss Guarps. But English is 
the language that I speak the least, so I will have some problems. 

I am happy to present this medal in behalf of the Swiss 
Guards of the Vatican to the Captain of the Ancient and Honora- 
ble Artillery Company of Massachusetts, the medal of the First 
Pontifical Year of John Paul II, whom we guard. 

We give this as a little present. It is just a symbol for your 
kindness, and that we can stay here for this great day. We really, 
all of us, we don't have any words to say. It is just great to stay 
here. 
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And now I know why the Pope says, always, ‘“‘America is the 
most beautiful country, even when it rains.” (Applause.) 

Once again, we are just happy and glad to be here; and I 
would like, also, for all my friends up there, just to thank you for 
this beautiful time that we can stay with you, and we have 
enjoyed the time here with your guard. Thank you. (Applause.)

As we pon- 
dered whether Crabair would have laid on such a treat for 
us, let alone a group of foreigners, we were taken to the 
PX (Post Exchange) and clothing store. These we attacked 
like a child with a Christmas stocking, and the staff of 
two, ill prepared for so many coming to do the shop of a 
lifetime on a Thursday afternoon, were completely over- 
whelmed. As every credit card sale had to be authorised 


over the telephone, the Adjutant's timings went for a 
burton again!
